1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1 and 3-7: 
The closest prior art being, He et al '024 and Wefler '710, do not teach or suggest a dispensing 
device as claimed by the applicant, specifically a dispensing device comprising an active gel 
comprising an oil or fragrance present in the active gel at about 90 to 99.8 percent by weight, a 
wick with two ends wherein one end contacts the active gel and an emanator which is in physical 
contact with the end of the wick opposite the reservoir diffuses the active gel in the ambient 
atmosphere by the process of evaporation, together in combination with the other claimed 
features of applicant's invention.
